Why is it so important for each city or town to en-

year for 70 years, For saw timber

Railway Co-operation 


Pres, Beatty of the C.P.R. Says This 
Policy Will Not Alone Solve 
Difficulties 

Montreal. Addressing shareholders 
of the Canadian Pactfie Railway at the 


annual meeting here, BE. W. Beiitty, 
president of the company, declared 
that although the Canadian Pacific 


Was in favor of a co-operative policy, 
which would eliminate as far as pos- 
sible duplicate train service on the 
lines of that railway system and of 
the Canadian National Railways, such 
a policy was not suiflicfent to consti- 
tute a solution of Canada’s railway 
dificulttes. 

This, he suid, was the only proposal 


‘that had been discussed between the 


Canadian Pacific and the Dominion 
Government and no situation had aris 
en which should give the shareholders 
of the company any reason to believe 


‘that their interests would be adverse- 


ly affected in finding a solution to 
Canada's problems, as regards the 
Canadian National Railways.
